Summarizing Statements: 

The writer is a very shrewd and sly person of a rather high intellectual 
level. He possesses a high degree of intelligence, is well educated, generally 
informed and professionally experienced. He has not. only mechanically absorbed 
the material he has read and studied, but, he has actually assimilated it and 
knows how to utilize it purposefully. His way of thinking is clear, logical, 
versatile and most adaptable. His intellectual and practical tendencies are fairly 
well balanced and they support and supplement each other constructively in his 
terms. He possesses mental independence arid imagination which he combines 
with sober.-mindednes s and matter-of-factness. He is an astute observer who 
notices smallest details which he correlates skillfully with their larger frame 
of reference. He can handle immediate concrete facts as well as theoretical 
concepts with more universal implications. He learns and understands quickly, 
sizes up a situation immediately and is able to deal with its overall picture. He 
can plan and scheme and set the wheels of an enterprise into motion. Being 
quite deceptive himself, he is not easily fooled and will take all necessary pre- 
cautions to avoid a failure of his rather intricate undertakings. He possesses 
initiative which he exercises with great caution. He discards unnecessary and 
superfluous material and, whenever possible, he will deal with only the vital 
points in a problem or a situation. He will find shortcuts and detours, but, will 
try to convey, on the surface, an impression of correctness.
